; increased at the discretion of the sec­ 
retary. 
The surgeon general says: 


I 
“That women are the superior of 
! men for the work of nursing there can 
be no question, and the objection that 
they are not compatible with military 
conditions can scarcely apply to in­ 
stitutions of the character of our large 
naval hospitals." 


The surgeon also makes a strong 
plea for the appointment of dentists 
lor the na\y, pointing out that many 
otherwise good recruits for the ser­ 
vice are lost lor lack of dental care. 


An earnest statem ent is made by 
Admiral Rixey of the present entirely 
inadequate medical force under his 
command. 
He shows that whereas 
since the Spanish war thc medical 
corps has increased only 15 per cent, 
in numbers, the naval strength has in­ 
creased 70 per cent and the examina­ 


tions for re-enlistment 102 per cent. 
He submits a recommendation for the 
appointment of 150 more m edical offi­ 
cers and refers to a number of resig­ 
nations during the past year owing to 
dissatisfaction with the outlook tor 
promotion and the fact that the corps 
were undermanned. 
A post-graduate 
course for the novitiate in the m edical 
corps is said to bo a necessity and the 
first step already has been taken in 
the transfer of the medical school from 
New York to W ashington. Carrying out 
his idea of the education of m edical 
officers, Admiral Rixey further recom­ 
mends that alter each cruise surgeons 
should be given a period of duty either 
at home or abroad in som e of the great 
medical centers where they would have 
opportunities to get in step with the 
march of professional progress. 


Based on the experience of the Span­ 
ish war is the recommendation that at 
least two permanent 
hospital ships, 
one for the Atlantic and one for the 
Pacific, should be constructed. T hese 
should have the right to fly the Geneva 
flag.

GOVERNOR ODELL 
LOADED FOR BAER 
Ky Associated Press. 
New Yo^-k, Oct. 10.—"W hat do you 
mean by politicians? I want you and 
all the operators to understand that 
I am the governor of New York, the 
chosen representative of 7,000,000 people 
and that I am here in this matter sole­ 
ly in that capacity, and to relieve it 
possible an intolerable situation. And. 
w hat is more. I intend to use every 
power nt my command to do it.” 
Governor Odell made this statement 
today to President Baer of the Read­ 
ing road in the presence of United 
States, Senators Platt of New York and 
Quay and Penrose of Pennsylvania. It 
war, the culmination of a heated inter­ 
view in the office of Senator Platt and 
the result of the meeting between 
Governor Odell and President Baer. 
Mr. Baer was not in the best of humor 
when, accompanied by E. B. Thomas, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Erie railroad, he entered Senator 
Platt's office. The conference was be­ 
gun by a statement made by Senator 
Penrose that the situation was becom­ 
ing so serious that some solution must 
be found at once. H e suggested that 
the operators should incline to some 
concessions toward a settlement. 
"If you mean by that,” said President 
Baer, "that we are to recognize the ex­ 
istence of a labor union, I tell you right 
now that the operators will consider no 
such proposition.” 
Governor Odell was. on his fort in an 
instant, holding a half burnt cigar in 
his hand, and, white with excitement, 
he said: 
"Are we to understand that no kind 
of conciliatory proposition will receive 
consideration at the hands of the op­ 
erators ?’’ 
"I did not say that," answered Mr. 
Bam-. "but I do say, and I reiterate, 
that we will not accept political advice 
or allow the interference of politicians 
In this, our affair.” 
Then it was that Governor Odell 
made the statement attributed to him 
nt the beginning of this article. 
President 
Baer, 
evidently 
appre­ 
ciating that he had gone too far, 
bowed to Governor Odell and said: 
"Governor, I beg your pardon. No 
personal affront was intended and we 
will listen to any suggestions you have 
to make; but again 1 repeat that we 
must refuse to recognize the union as 
represented by Mr, Mitchell.” 
"I believe," said the governor, ‘That 
your position from a public view is ab­ 
solutely untenable. If coal operators, 
railroad men anti other business men 
can combine for mutual protection, 
there is no reason why laboring men 
should not." 
“W hat is the proposition?" asked Mr. 
Baer, coldly. 
' 
"Just this," said Governor Odell. "I 
am sure that the labor organization of 
which Mr. Mitchell is head desires him 
to be fair with the general public. If 
the operators will consent to give the 
men five cents a ton increase. I will 
personally present it to the miners and 
I believe they will accept it. It is a fair 
proposition." 
"Does this mean. Governor Odell, that 
wc are to recognize the miners union?” 
Mr. Baer asked. 
"It certainly does,” answered Gover­ 
nor Odell, quickly, “and there is no rea­ 
son why you should not.” 
Mr. Baer and Mr. Thomas rose to go, 
Mr. Thomas remarking that the matter 
would be presented to the other opera­ 
tors and that an early answer would 
be forthcoming. Mr. Baer said: 
"We are to meet a committee of 
the Manufacturers association on Tues­ 
day and we may have an answer then.” 
The conference broke up, Mr. Baer 
and Mr. Thomas withdrawing. Sena­ 
tors Platt, Penrose and Quay talked 
over the matter for a short time and 
then separated, the two Pennsylvanians 
announcing that they would go back to 
Harrisburg and discuss the situation 
with Governor Stone. 
Governor Odell was not in a talking 
mood when he left the conference. He 
went directly to the Fifth Avenue ho­ 
tel and during most of the afternoon 
received callers. Mayor Low, Anson 
McCook, Edward 
Lauterbach, 
Con­ 
gressmen Lessler andX ittauer and Sen­ 
ator Platt were among his callers. To 
one of these the governor Baid: 
“The coal operators may postpone this 
m atter until TJuesday, but I don't pro­ 
pose to postpone. They are not acting 
fairly toward the people. I believe I 
shall find some remedy.” 
About 5 o’clock John Mitchell, ac­ 
companied by L. N. Hammerly of 
Wilkesbarre, called and had a long con. 
ference. While this was going on a 
dispatch stating that the operators re­ 
fused to consider the terms offered by 
the governor was received. When the 
conference was over Governor Odell re. 
fused to say what had occurred, and 
Mr. Mitchell was equally reticent. It is 
believed, however, that Governor Odell 
presented his proposition tor settle­ 
ment to the leader of the miners union 
and that Mr. Mitchell said he would 
present it to the district presidents in 
the hope that it would be accepted. 
Governor Odell said: 
“Mr. Mitchell was eminently fair and 
showed every disposition to adjust the 
serious situation.” 
With the announcement that all the 
conferees except Governor Odell had 
left town some of the interest in the 
matter dropped. Governor Odell, at a 
late hour, was asked if he had deter­ 
mined on any further move. He said: 
"I have not received any oflicial no­ 
tice of the rejection of our proposition.” 
“Has it been suggested that you call 
an extra session of the legislature?” 
was asked. 
“I have not thought of that yet. As 
I said, I am waiting for an answer 
from the operators."

TO M EET IN SAN FRANCISCO

commander-in-chief. General 
Dyren­ 
forth was presiding over the conven­ 
tion when the committee endeavored to 
report. He refused to recognize it or 
to surrender his office to the next rank­ 
ing officer of the order.

DISCUSSING PROBLEM OF 
GERM AN IM M IGRATION. 
B y Associated Dress. 
Berlin, Oct. II.—The cause of Gor­ 
man immigration is the knottiest proj- 
lcm with which the colonial congress 
here is dealing. While other sections 
drone along, talking over tropical hy­ 
giene or various economic aspects of 
colonization, the emigration section 
spent most of its sittings yesterday and 
today in warm discussions of -,ic po­ 
litical and social conditions of Germany 
that drive forth people to seek their 
fortune in 
other 
lands. 
Professor 
Tille, chairman of that section, at­ 
tributed the emigration solely to eco­ 
nomic reasons, emigrants being numer­ 
ous when times are hard and fewer 
when Germany is prosperous. 
The 
task of the Colonial society and the 
government was to direct immigration 
to countries where the German would 
retain both his political and economic 
tie to the fatherland. He should be in­ 
duced to go to the German colonies, 
but if he preferred to go elsewhere 
he should be guided to South American 
or other countries where civilization 
was not equal to that of Germany. The 
emigrant going to the United States or 
to the British colonies where eivilza; 
tion was equal to Germany’s was tost 
to Germany because he was immedi­ 
ately absorbed into his adopted coun­ 
try. But in less highly organized and 
less civilized Latin-America the Ger­ 
man retains-his language for two gen­ 
erations and continues to import Ger­ 
man things. 
Professor Tille's views were sub­ 
jected to destructive criticism. It was 
affirmed by Bremen shipping men that 
hairthe emigrants passing through that 
port left Germany because they wanted 
a freer political and social atmosphere

DAVID BENNET H ILL.

New York, Oct. 11.—The Domocrutie 
state campaign was opened tonight in 
Brooklyn.

Hill declared that we are confronted 
with gigantic combinations of capital, 
monopolizing the productions ol

earth and the most of our artisans, ar­ 
bitrarily fixing prices and making cor­ 
ners in the necessities of life and the ex­ 
tent and multiplicity of whose opera­ 
tions are substantially unlimited by law 
and uncontrolled by statute. 
"They coerce legislators and 
c o n ­ 
gresses and dictate the governmental 
policies of subservient governors and 
presidents." be declared. 
Referring to the question of tariff 
Mr. Hill said: 
"With over $500,000,000 of surplus 
revenue in the treasury of the United 
States—it is folly, aye it is almost crim ­ 
inal. to further resist a modification of 
the present exorbitant tariff rates. No 
good reason can be urged why such r e ­ 
vision should not be immediately unri. r- 
taken.” 
Mr. Hill arraigned the 
Republic m 
party for its failure to control trust-, 
ami monopolies. 
Of the plank of the state platl'mm 
demanding government 
ownership ef 
the mines, he said: 
"The proposition is n e i t h e r startling, 
revolutionary, socialistic nor patent.il, 
but is constitutional, and is a necessary 
expedient: above all it is right. It is 
simply a reasonable and necessary ex­ 
tension of the policy of public owner­ 
ship already largely prevailing in tlm 
municipalities of the country. 
This 
proposition does not commit the part" 
to any projects of public ownership 
whatever their merits, if a n y , t li- i »- 
may be." 
The coal question Mr. Hill declar'd 
to be a national one, saying: 
"If it is not. why did the president 
himself recently intervene and summon 
private citizens to the "White house for 
conference and exercise his official in­ 
fluence in regard to a matter of whi'di 
he had no jurisdiction?

BURLUINGTON ROBBERS 
MADE A GOOD HAUL. 
B y Associated J’rcss. 
Lincoln. Nfvi>.. Get. II-.—-Three masked 
men held lip Burlington train No. 41. the 
Pacific coast express, four miles out of 
Lincoln, shortly before 2 o'clock this 
morning. They used explosives on ihe 
express ear. shattering it hadl.v. and a f­ 
t e r wrecking the safe, rilled it of its 
contents. 
The train real ties Lincoln at 12:55 a. 
m. and leaves for ihe northwest 10 m in­ 
utes later. It was a few minutes late 
this morning and was in charge of Con­ 
ductor Lyman and Engineer Chiyburg. 
On the crest of tlie hill m idway between 
the city and town of W oodlawn the 
engineer saw a red light waved across 
the track and brought the train to a 
standstill. 
Two men sprang quickly into the cab, 
and covered Ciuyburg and his fireman 
with revolvers. 
They lost no time in 
giving their orders and were as prompt­ 
ly obeyed. 
The express car was cut from the bal­ 
ance of the train and run ahead a short 
distance. They found the door lock'"! 
and, after commanding Messenger Wih 
linni Lupton to ripen i1, and getting no 
i espouse, tired two or three shots into 
the car. 
The dooi was not opened and 
it was shattered by an explosion, but 
the messenger was not hurt. 
A heavy charge of dynamite on the 
safe literally tore it to pieces. 
Four­ 
teen packages, sairl to contain $100 each, 
were taken, together with other valua­ 
bles. 
Tlie two men who were in tlie car then 
politely bade the trainmen good morn­ 
ing. jumped fiom the car and disap­ 
peared in the darkness. 
The passengers were not molested nor 
were the trainmen asked for their val­ 
uables. 
While the robbery in the express ear 
was going on, a third robber walked 
alongside the track by the passenger 
loaches tiring his u v o lv ii occasionally 
to keep inquisitive passengers quiet. 
Cp to 10 o'clock tonight no news of 
the capture of the Burlingldn robbers 
had been received. Jt developed during 
Ihe day that there were four robbers, 
one of whom remained at some distance 
from the hold-up guarding the horse 
and buggy in which they all escaped 
with the plunder. It is evident that the 
robbers separated, two on foot goiug 
north, the others in the buggy traveling 
eastward. 
Estimates of Hie amount secured from 
the Adams express safe range all the 
way from f.'.oO0 to $50,000. 
Company 
officials refuse to say a word about their 
loss, and the only authoritative state­ 
ment is from General Superintendent 
t'alvert of tin- Burlington, who is posi­ 
tive that tile robbers did not secure 
over $2,000. 
'Ihe Burlington eompmiv 
has posted a reward of $1,000 fm ip* 
capture ol any one of the robbers.

Omaha, Oct.. 11 —Reports rc-reived at 
tlie office of General Manager Jlildedge 
of the Burlington road indicate that the 
loss in money in the fiold-un near Lin­ 
coln will be large, but the exact amount 
is not known. Superintendent 
Butler 
of the Adams Express company left for 
the scene early iri the day arid no re­ 
port lias been received from him. 
It 
w as learned, however, that Messenger 
Lupton managed to conceal a large 
am ount of money contained in the local 
safe, placing il under the stove, where 
it escaped tlie attention of the robbers 
The money contained in the through 
safe was in gold and silver m ostly and 
was carried aw ay in a mail pouch.

That all 
or any of these abuses are to be fçund 
in every large organization called a 
trust no one would assert who valued 
his reputation for sane judgment. 


The conspicuous noxious features of 
trusts existent and possible are these: 
Overcapitalization, lack of publicity of 
operation, discrimination In prices to 
destroy competition, insufficient person­ 
al responsibility of officers and direc­ 
tors for corporate management, tenden- 
j cy to monopoly and lack of apprecia­ 
tion In their management of their rela­ 
tion« to thf peoplr.

PIIE D EM O C R A TIC sta te officials a ic not only un­ 
able to k eep their political pledges, but they seem 


to bo u n w illin g to ob serve good faith in their 
official b u sin e ss transactions. 


On the 6 tu o f la st A u g u st there w as a m eetin g of tUe 
sta te a s se ss o r s in D enver, at w hich it w a s decided to 
valu e the^private property in the sta te a t the sam e ratio 
as com p ared to th e cash value as th e ratio at w hich the 
sta te board o f equalization valued the corporate prop­ 
erty. 


A s s e s s o r A lex an d er of Arapahoe county introduced a 
resolutio n w h ich w as adopted declaring that the a s s e s s ­ 
m e n t s to bo m ad e by the county assessors, should be 


based on the valuation fixed upon corporate property by 
t h e sta te board of equalization, taking as a basis the 
valu ation of th e corporate property in 1900 and 1902. 
and m a k in g th e in crea ses accordingly. 


T h e m em b ers of the state board of equalization railed 
on th e a s se ss o r s in the afternoon of that date and told 
th em th at th e 1902 a s s e s s m e n t for corporations repre­ 
sen ted a raise of 70 per cent, over 1900. and at th ejsam e 
tim e th e governor, the secretary of state, the auditor 


and th e atto rn ey general, h av in g listened to the resolu­ 
tion adopted b y the assessors, individually and as a boárd 


pledged th e a s se ss o rs that there should be no change 
in th e corporate a s se ss m e n ts as m ade in April, and iu 
th e m o s t v e h e m e n t m anner declared that “no pressure 
could be brought sufficient to m ake them go back ou 


• th eir pledged w ord.”— and the asse sso rs believed them. 


T h e a s se ss o r s im m ediately adopted a resolution to 
raise local property to a sim ilar figure, and this was 


done, the property valuation under such an asse ssm en t 
bein g about $400,000,0uu. 


In spite of th ese positive and definite pledges, the 
s tate board of equalization on October 1. as the result 
o f prolonged /»«•'«'inn». held for the mnst 
pari 
behind 
closed doors, reduced the a s se ss m e n t valuation^ of rail­ 
roa d s 
and oth er 
corporations by a total amount 
of 
«4,969,743. 


As a result of this reduction there is a very natural 
c o m p la in t from assessors in various parts of the state 
w h o feel that they have been m isled and deceived by 
th e state board of equalization, and th e county boards 
of equalization are threatening reprisals. 


T h e D em ocratic politicians and officeholders of Colo­ 
rado n ev er lose any opportunity of declaring their friend­ 
sh ip for the people, and their detestation of corporations 
and defiance of corporate influences. 


But w hen 
it 
com es down to a d s . that 
is quite a 
different matter. 


In spite of the fact that the D em ocrats and their allies 
h ave had com plete control o f the legislative, execu tive 


and judicial d epartm ents of th*- government, for the past 
Bix years, th ey have done absolutely nothing to check 
the grow in g evil of trusts in this state. 


Colorado is far in the rear of other states on this 
im portant matter, and at 
the 
present 
time Colorado 
Springs and th e Cripple ( r^ek district are suffering from 


a railway com bination that would be im possible if the 
D em ocrats had devoted a small part of their anti-trust 
energy to securing som«’ practical results. 


The state officials made all sorts of prom ises about 
requiring the corporations to pay their reasonable share 
of the state taxes, and even g ave their personal pledges 


to the a s se ss o rs that a certain policy would be adopted. 
But w hen the proper influences were brought to bear 


behind closed doors, political 
principles and personal 
p led ges quickly vanished, and certain corporations found 
their a s se ss m e n ts reduced 
by nearly $.),0 u0 ,0 0 ", w hile 
other railroads not so fortunate were favored with no 
reduction.

INCONSISTENCIES OF THE BUCKLIN BILL. 
w 


WHATEVER arguments may be advanced in favor 
of the Australian land tax system as a theory, 
the fact rem ains that the Bueklin constitu­ 
tional amendment is an inconsistent, incoher­ 
e n t and inadvisable peacc of experim ental legislation. 


If the am endm ent should he ratified by the people of 
th e state, four conditions might arise. 


First. 
Neither the legislature nor any. of the counties 
m igh t take any action under the amendment, in which 
case taxation m atters would remain precisely as they arc. 


Second. The legislature might, adopt the law made 
possible by the amendment, and no county might take 
any action. 


Third. The legislature might adopt a Bueklin tax law, 
and one or more counties might also approve it. 


Fourth. The legislature might refuse to adopt such 
a law, and one or more counties might try the experiment. 


If the legislature should adopt the proposed law, then 
in the counties that did not act favorably upon the prop­ 
osition, it would be necessary to keep two sets of accounts 
and to put two different values upon each piece of im­ 
proved property, and upon franchises and rights of way 
in the county. 
Two m ills of the state tax would be 
assessed according to the Bueklin bill, while the other 
. four m ills and all the local 
taxes 
would be assessed 
according to w hat the Bucklinites are pleased to call the 
. "collar button” system . 


If the legislature should pass such a law, then in the 
counties that also adopted the Bueklin system it would 
be necessary to have two sets of accounts, and two sets 
of values on lands, franchises and rights of way. 
One- 
third of the state tax and all of the local taxes would 
be collected on the new plan, and two-thirds of the state 
tax upon the old plan. 


If the state legislature should refuse to pass any such 
law, then in the counties that did try the new experiment, 
it would be necessary to keep tw o sets of accounts and 
to place tw o valuations upon each piece of improved land 
and upon franchises and rights of way. 
All of the state 
taxes would be assessed according to the old system, 
w hile the city, school and county taxes would be raised 
according to the new plan. 


U nder the Bueklin am endm ent as it now stands it 
would be an im possibility to do away entirely with the 
old tax system , and w hichever combination prevailed in 
any particular county, there would still be the necessity 
for preserving and continuing the old force of deputy 
assessors, the old assessm en t rolls for personal property, 
the old system of affidavits which the Bueklin people 
declare put a premium upon perjury, and in fact, all of 
th e paraphernalia of the old system , in addition to which 
it would be necessary to list the . property and collect 
taxes under the new system , unless the legislature and 
all th e counties should refuse to have anything to do

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5nc ot the most sensational suits over recorded in the district 
e 
was placed on record yesterday. Ella Charlina Decker is plaintiff 
and she sues for a half interest iu the greater part of the estate of 
Thomas H. Burnham, deceased, naming his heirs and the administrator 
of his estate as defendants. 


She claims that she is the daughter of his wife, Ella 1’. Burnham, 
also deceased, by a former m arriage and charges that on the death of 
her mother, Thomas H. Burnham became possessed of a large amount 
of property belonging to her. She claims that through fraud he deprived 
her, the plaintiff, of this property. 
The estate is said to be worth in 
the neighborhood of $50,000. 


The sensational feature of the case is that it is said the plaintiff 
has never before appeared in the role of daughter of Mrs. Thomas II. 
Burnham, and that the heirs named as defendants never heard that they 
had a step-sister. The case promises some astonishing features. 
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Ella C harlina D ecker, the p laintiff, is 
understood to be from Illinois. 
She is 
represented in the case by A ttorneys J. 
L. O'Donnell, D aniel B. Carey and John 
Mr. H arnan. The d efendants are Frank 
1 iu J. Burnham , who lives at Florissant, 
Frederick 
K. B urnham , who lives at 
San Diego, C alif., and E velyn F. B urn­ 
ham, w ho resides at F ranklin Falls, N. 
JT.. all children of T hom as II. Burnham 
and heirs to his estate. 
W illiam C, 
Robinson, adm in istrator of the estate, 
is nam ed as party defendant. 
.fudge 
Robinson is a t present in the east. 


It is quite a lengthy com plaint, but 
.'-tripped o f its legal phraseology, it is 
io the general effort that T hom as fl. 
liurnham represented him self as sole 
h eir-at-law o f his w ife upon her death 
and then proceeded to handle the prop­ 
erty in such a m anner, by fraud, the 
com plaint claim s, as to divert it to his 
own u se. T he p lain tiff a sserts that she 
h«came aw are o f the fraud only w ithin 
■the past year. 
Thom as II. Burnham 
was a, prom inent citizen at one 
tim e 
and w as regarded as w ealth y, as in 
fact, he w as. 


The a llegation s of the com plaint are

The com plaint asserts that the $5,000 
note with interest am ounting in all to 
and also the -0 John Gray notes, 
with in terest am ounting to about $9,500, 
belong to the estate of Klla P. B urn­

The com plaint further sets lip that 
on March 1, 1 J5i)0, the decedent, E lla P.

She claim s that as daughter 
of E lla P. B urnham , she is entitled to 
a half interest in all her property of 
w hich her m other died seized and the 
proceeds and increm ents thereon.

ask s that a general accoun tin g of the 
esta te be m ade and that she be aw ard ­ 
ed judgm ent against 
the

for her share. 


The an sw er of the d efen d ants will 
doubtless be of srreat interest. 
Judge 
Robinson, the adm inistrator, being out 
of the city and none of the heirs re sid ­ 
ing here, no statem en t from that side 
could be secured, but from persons w ho 
claim to know, cam e the assertion that 
the p lain tiff in the present case

There are a few sack s of 
oxydized stu ff that the ow ners declare 
runs from 100 to 300 ounces. 


"The L ivingston people

ACCIDENTALLY KILLED.

He died a lm o st instantly. 


The shooting w as en tirely accid en ­ 
tal. 
Ivy, G eorge L indley and the two 
little brothers of the dead boy w ere at 
th e race track sh ootin g at sparrow s 
w ith a 22 rifle. 
T h ey w ere having 
poor su ccess, in fact no su ccess at all 
and w hen W illiam R obinson, th e man 
w ho h as charge of the track, cam e 
along they appealed to him to try liis 
luck on the, little birds. 
More in a 
spirit of hum or than an ythin g else, and 
to sa tisfy the children. R obinson took 
the gun and, aim in g a t a bird, snapped 
the trigger. 
T he gun failed to go off, 
tlit-ic. being som eth in g wrong w .ui fur 
ham m er. 


"Here, you don't know how to work 
it: le t me fix it," said the L indley boy. 
reaching for the g'.m. 
The Sterm an 
child reached for the w eapon at the 
sam e tim e and both w ere so eager that 
th ey snatched for the rifle. 
T he two 
boys and R obinson all had th eir hands 
on 
the gun w hen th e trigger snapped 
anu th e cartridge exploded, this tim e 
w ith terrib le resu lts, 
ivy fell and the 
blood began spu rting from a hole in 
his throat. 


R obinson and tile little boys w e r e 
horrified and sum m oned a ssista n ce as 
soon as p ossib le, but the child wns 
beyond earth ly aid alm ost as soon as 
he struck the ground. 
C oroner u w 
w as notified and took ch arge of the 
body. 
He decided that no inquest w as 
n ecessary, 
that 
the 
accid en t 
w as 
sim ply unavoidable and no one w as 
responsible.

in D enver, are one and the sam e. 
The 
description o f th e m an w ho tried to 
kill R ow an tallies w ith th a t of the m an 
w ho shot B oyvin . 
H e w as about five 
feet, eight inches in height, about 21 
years old, w eigh t 140 and wore a black 
slouch hat. 
R ow an got a good look at 
him w hen be accosted the m an in the 
alley back 
o f the Colorado C ity post- 
office, where the fellow w as skulking, 
and would know him again if he saw 
him. 


It is believed th at the w ould-be m ur­ 
derer feared he w ould be recognized as 
the m urderer of B oyvin if there w as 
m uch in vestigation and he therefore 
deliberately tried to m urder R ow an a l­ 
so.

GOVERNOR ODELL 


LOADED FOR BAER 


By Associated Press. 
New Yqrk, Oct. 10.—"What do you 
•rnean by politicians? I want you und 
all the operators to understand that 
.1 am the governor of New Tork, the 
chosen representative of 7,000,000 people 
and' that I am here In this matter sole- 
ly Jn that capacity, and to relieve If 
possible an intolerable situation. And, 
• what Is niore, I Intend to use every 
power at my command to do It." 
Governor Odell made this statement 
today to President Baer of the Read- 
.Ing road In the presence 
of 
United 
States Senators Platt of New York and 
Quay and Penrose of Pennsylvania. It 
was the culmination of a heated inter- 
view In' the office of Senator Platt and 
the. result of 
the meeting 
between 
Governor Odell ana President Baer. 
Mr. Baer was not in the best of humor 
•when, accompanied by E. B. Thomas, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Erie railroad, he entered Senator 
•Plait's office. The conference was be- 
Bun by a statement made "by Senator 
Penrose that the situation was becom- 
ing so serious that some solution must 
be found at once. He suggested that 
the operators should incline to some 
concessions toward a settlement. 
"If you mean by that," said President 
Baer, "that we are to recognize the ex- 
istence of a labor union, I tell you right 
now that the operators will consider no 
such proposition." 


Governor Odell was on his feet in an 
instant, holding a half burnt cigar In 
bis hand, and, white with excitement, 
he said: 


"Are we to understand that no kind 


of conciliatory proposition will receive 
consideration at the hands of the op- 
erators?" 


"I did not say that," answered Mr. 
Baer, "but I do say, and I reiterate, 
that we will not accept political advice 
or allow the Interference of politicians 
In this, our affair^.-. . • 
.Theii-.lt-was tnat- Governor 
Odell 
made the statement attributed to him 
at the beginning of this article. 
President 
Baer, 'evidently . appre- 
ciating that -he Jiad 
gone 
too Jar, 
Bowed to Governor Odell and said: 
•"Governor, I beg your pardon. No 
personal affront -was.: Intended, and we 
will listen to any Suggestions you hava 
.to make; but again I repeat that we 
must refuse to recognize the union as 
represented by Mr. Mitchell." 
; 
"I believe," said the governor, "that 
your position from a public view is ab- 
solutely untenable. If coal operators, 
'railroad men and other business men 


can combine for mutual 
protection, 
there Is no reason why laboring men 
should not." 


"What Is the proposition?" asked Mr 
Baer, coldly. 
: • "Just this," said Governor Odell "I 
am sure that the labor organization of 
which Mr. Mitchell is head .desires him 
to be fair with the general public. If 
.the operators will consent to give the 
.men five cents a ton increase, I will 
personally present It to the miners and 
.1 believe they will accept It. It is a fair 
'proposition." 
, "Does this mean, Governor Odell, that 
we are to recognize the miners union? 
.Mr. Baer asked. 
"It certainly does," answered Gover- 
nor Odell, quickly, "and, there Is no rea« 
son why you should not." 
, Mr. Baer and Mr. Thomas rose to go, 
Mr. Thomas remarking that the matter 
would be presented to the other opera- 
]tors and that an early answer would 
'be forthcoming. 
Mr. Baer said: 
"We are to meet a committee o'f 
'the Manufacturers-association on Tues- 
day and we may have an answer then." 
The conference broke up, Mr. Baer 
and Mr. Thomas withdrawing.

tors Flatt, Penrose and Quay talked 
over the matter for a short time and 
then separated, the two Pennsylvanlans 
announcing that they would go back to 
Harrlsburg and discuss the situation 
with Governor' Stone.

When the 
conference was over Governor Odell re. 
fused to say what had occurred, and 
Mr. Mitchell was equally reticent. It la 
believed, however, that Governor (Well 
presented his proposition ror settle- 
ment to the leader of the miners union 
and that Mr. Mitchell said he would 
present it to the district presidents in 
the hope that It would be accepted. 
Governor Odell said: 
"Mr. Mitchell was eminently fair and 
showed every disposition to adjust tho 
serious • situation." 
With the announcement that all the 
conferees except Governor Odell had 
left town some of the interest in the 
matter dropped. Governor Odell, at a 
late hour, was asked If he had deter-

"I have not received any official no- 
tice of the rejection of our proposition."

A resonuion was 
adopted that let down tne bars too 
much to suit some of the state dele- 
gations with a large membership in 
the order.

caused ill feeling. 


Later the friction in the union devel- 
oped rapidly in consequence of the 
adoption by a committee of the order 
which had 
been 
Investigating the 


character and the conduct of Comman- 
der-in-Chief Dyrenforth, of a report 
recommending .the suspension of tne 
commander-in-chief. General 
Dyren- 


forth was presiding over the conven- 
tion when the committee endeavored to 
report. He refused to recognize it or 
to surrender his office to the next rank- 
ing officer of the order.

tional government, the recommendatory 
provisions In section 1,765, revised stat- 
utes, and also insure that the require- 
ments of all other laws affecting the 
rights of honorably discharged soldiers 
and sailors In mailers of appointment, 
employment and retention in the pub- 
lic service shall be carried out and ob- 
served." 
A resolution was adopted by the en- 
campment Indorsing the report of the 
pensions committee, as was also a reso.

clause as a basis for membership in 
the organization. After two hours' dis- 
cussion .the proposition was rejected. 
This act created much ill feeling. A 
motion was then made and carried to 
permit sons of members of the or- 
ganization to vote and otherwise par- 
ticipate In the proceedings. An amend- 
ment was also adopted admitting to 
membership sons-in-law and grandsons 
of members and any honorably dls 
charged soldier, without regard to' his 
services.

While the vpting was going ,pn a 


large number of niembers of the Ohio, 
, Kew.Yorfe Michigan, Jowq, and 


Pennsylvania delegations met in con- 
ference over a proposition to • with- 
draw from the organization and affiliate 
with .the Massachusetts department. 
Inls department severed its connection 
with the union after the Des Moines 
convention which struck from the con- 
titution tho six months' service clause, 


Before tho convention met in the 


afternoon 
the 
executive committee 


heard General Dyrenforth, the t'orn- 
mandev-in-c'hier. in relation to charges 
which had boen filed against him by 
the Judge advocate general 
of the 


division of the Potomac alleging the 
use of arbitrary power and reflecting 
on his personal character. Later the 
committee made a report recommend- 
ing that he be suspended as comman- 
der-ln-chlef. 


General Dyrenforth was notified In 


open session of the action taken, by 
General B. P. Hutchinsori of Rochester, 
deputy commander-in-chief, who had 
been directed by the executive commit- 
tee to preside. 
Pandemonium 
fol- 


owed. Every man was on his feet, 
chairs were overturned and an effort 
was made to throw Hutchinson off the 
platform. He, however, raised a heavy 
cane which he carried and thus kept 
the crowd back. General Dyrenforth 
refused to recognize the committee to 
present its report and finally after 


eneral Hutchinson had been called 


on to preside, General Dyrenforth re 
fused to make way for him. General 
Hutchinson then left the hall, as did 
the delegation above named, and tne 
convention proceeded to elect a com- 
mander-in-chief. The names of Harlow 
L. Street and General Dyrenforth were 
put in nomination. 
'liie executive committee of the or- 


der thereupon declared that the elec- 
tion was illegal, and under tho constl 
tution General Hutchinson is the legal 
commander-in-chief. 
As the anti-Dy- 


renforth men filed out they stated that 
they would not remain in the organiza- 
tion under Dyrenforth or unless the 
six months' service clause was re- 
stored in the constitution. 


After order had been secured, the 


convention, with General Dyrenforth 
in the chair, elected the following offi- 
cers:

KNOX ON TRUSTS. 


By Associated Press. 
' Plttsburg, Pa., 
Oct. 14.r-Attorney- 


General Knox addressed the members 
of the chamber of .commerce at the 
Hotel Chenley.here tonight. There were 
700 guests present. The subject. of• his 
address was "The Commerce Clause-of 
the Constitution and .the. Trusts." Mr. 
Knox was 'afterwards en tertained by 
W. H. Keeeh, chairman .of -the commit- 
tee in.charge of the'meeting. 
The people, by common consent, have 
denominated the great Industrial- and 
other • corporations 
now 
controlling 
many branches of commercial business, 
trusts. The technical accuracy of'the 
term-Is unimportant, but-indeed it is 
much more apt than might be sup- 
posed, when, it Is recalled that the es- 
sential difference between-the old In- 
dustrial trusts • and. the. great. corpora- 
tions owning and controlling subsidiary 
ones Is that In respect .'to the. former 
the. shares of Independent corporations 
agreeing to act In harmony were-lodged 
with a trustee who received the sep- 
arate earnings .and -distributed them 
amone the holders of .trust certificates, 
while as to the latter, a corporation 
Is created to take over the title to the 
stock or properties of.the constituent 
companies and Issue its own shares as 
the evidence of Interest' In the com- 
bination. The corporation o\vner of cor- 
porations invokes specific legal authori- 
ty from the legislature of the state un- 
der which It Is created. 


The president. In his flrst message to 
congress, said: 
. 
• ; 


"There is a widespread, settled, con- 


vlc\lqn..ln the minds'of the American 
people that these trusts are, in many ol 
their .features 'and tendencies, hurtful 
to the general welfare. 
This springs 


from'-no spirit of envy or uncharitable- 
ness, nor lack of pride in. the great in- 
dustrial achievements'that have placed 
the country at the head of the nations 
struggling for commercial supremacy. 
It does not rest upon a lack of Intelli- 
gent appreciation of the necessity of 
meeting changing and changed condi- 
tions of trade with new methods, nor 
upon ignorance of the fact that com- 
bination of capjtal and effort to accom- 
plish great things Is necessary w.hen the 
world's progress is demanding thai 
great things be done. It Is bottomec 
upon sincere conviction that combina- 
tion-and concentration, while.not to be 
prohibited, la to be controlled, and in 
my judgment this conviction Is right.1 


These great combinations, now num- 


bering thousands, iire the instrumental- 
ities of modern 
commercial 
activity 


Their number and size ulone appall. n< 
heulthy American. We are accustomec 
to large things and to do them in a largi, 
way. 
We are accustomed to speak 


with a justifiable, pride of our great In- 
stitutions and what we have fairly ac- 
corp'plishcd through them. 
No right- 


thinking man desires to Impair, the ef- 
ficiency of the great corporations as In- 
strumentalities of national commercla 
development. 
Because they arc grea 


and prosperous Is no' sufficient'reasor 
for their destruction.'

Therefore overcapitalization Is a fraud 
upon those who contribute the veal cap- 
taTeither orlglnally'or by.purchase. and 
the efforts to realize dividends there- 
on from'operations is a fraudulent im- 
po'Hion of a burden upon the public. 
When a property worth $1,000,000 upon 
all the sober tests'of value Is-capital- 
ized at $5,000,000 and sold to. the public, 
It is'rational to; assume that Its pur-; 
chasers will exert every effort to keep 
Its earnings up to the basis of their 
capitalization. When the Inevitable de- 
pression comes, wages must be reduced, 
prices enhanced,' or - dividends foregone. 
As prices are naturally hot' Increased, 
but lowered-in dull periods, It usually 
resolves itself into a question of wages 
or dividends. 


While this condition may. exist un- 


der any circumstances, It is exaggerated 
by overcapitalization In the' lllustrat- 
"ng case five to one. 'The overcapital- 
zed securities enter . Into the, general 
judget of the country,.are bought and 
sold, rise and fall, and they fluctuate 
aetween wider ranges, and are more 
sensitive In proportion as they are fur- 
;Ker removed from intrinsic values, and. 
In short, are liable to be storm centers 
of financial disturbances of far-reaching 
conFe<7uence. They also, in the same 
proportion Increase the temptation to 
mismanagement and manipulation by 
corporate' administrators. '' 


Corporations and^Joint stock or other 


arsociatlons. depending: upon any statu- 
tory law for their .existence or privi- 
leges, trading beyond their own, states, 
should-be required- to' dp • business In 
every state and locallty: upon precisely 
the same terms and 'conditions. There 
should be no" discrimination In prices; 
no preferences ln'[ service; . Such cor- 
porations serving the.publlc as carriers 
arid in similar, capacities should be com- 
pelled to keep the avenues of commerce 
Tree and- open to 'all upon the .same 
terms and toVobserve the law as to its 
hjunctiqng against stifling competition. 
Moreover; corporations upon which the 
people depend-for :the necessaries of l|fe 
"hould be required -to 
conduct their 


business. so - as regularly and reasona- 
bly to supply, the public needs. 
They should -be subject to visltorlal 


supervision, and' full and accurate In- 
formation as to their operations should 
be made regularly at reasonable.'inter- 
vals. Secrecy in the conduct and re- 
sults.of. operation-Is unfair to the non- 
managing ptockholders, and shoijld. as 
well for reasons of state, be prohibited 
by laitf. 
• 


If these serious evils were eradicated 


and a higher measure of administrative 
responsibility required In corporate'orH- 
cers, a long step would be taken tow- 
ard alloying the reasonable apprehen- 
sion that the unchecked aggression of 
the. trusts will,result in practical mon- 
opoly of the Important business of the 
country. 


Less difficulty Is encountered in de- 


scribing the mischief of trusts than In 
suggesting a rational and practical 
remedy. 


The Constitution provides (sec. 8, art. 


3): The congress shall have power "to 
regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions and among the several states and 
with the Indian tribes." 


Congress (July 2, 1830) enacted that 


every contract, combination in the form 
of a-trust or otherwise, or conspiracy 
In restraint of trad,? or 
commerce 


among the several states, is illegal, pro- 
viding 
punishments and 
conferring 


jurisdiction upon federal circuit courts 
to prevent and restrain violations of the 
act. It-was commonly supposed at th'e 
time of the passage of this act that its 
provisions forbade 
the 
existence of 


trusts that were" engaged in monopoliz- 
ing.the production throughput .the'-coiin? 
try of various articles of general con- 
sumption; and the government shared'In 
this view. Action was begun 'by the 
United States against what was known 
as the Sugar trust. This was a corpor- 
ation-of the state of-New Jersey which 
had acquired the stock of a number of 
sugar refining corporations In another 
state by ah Exchange of its own shares 
for the shares of the vending stock- 
holders of those companies.- It 
was 


formed, as its charter stated, for the 
purpose of "buying, manufacturing, re- 
fining, and. selling sugar • In different 
parts of the country."' The govern- 
ment's contention was that the purpose 
of the purchase was to acquire a sub- 
stantial monopoly of sugar .refining, 
and -as the product was for sale and 
distribution, among ttlie states and to 
foreign countries, that 
the 
arrangCT 


ment was a violation of the law cited, 
The-contract challenged was one vest- 
Ing in the. trust:the last of the Inde- 
pendent reflneries^but one in the United 
States, thereby giving it the almost 
complete monopoly of a- necessary of 
life; Its control .was 9S per cent, of the 
whole. The supreme court decided that 
as the monopoly was In the production 
or manufacture of sugar and its sale 
or distribution among the states anc 
to foreign'countries was .but incidental 
thereto, it-was not within the prohi- 
bition of the law, saying that manufac- 
turing, although-it precedes commerce, 
Is not a part of It, and that the act only 
applied to restraints of commerce. 
This distinction is easily understood 


when' it Is recollected that'commerce 
means Intercourse, .transmission, com- 
munication, transportation; and com- 
merce among the states, the regulation 
of which rests in-the federal: power, 
means, as the term Implies, that this in- 
tercourse shall be between or among the 
states.

Manufacturing, on the other hand; 


does -not Imply or necessitate 
inter- 


course among the states, but Implies 
a situs or place for its operations. 


In a.subsequent case the government 
destroyed a combination known as the 
Addyston Pipe combination, but upon 
the ground that it was a conspiracy 
among Independent producers of pipe to 
restrain Us sale and distribution among 
the states. 
The combination In this 
case operated directly upon Interstate 
commerce. 
, 


These eases seem to define .the scope 


of the anti-trust law and, show how 
little there Is now left for the statute 
to operate upon. It is not enough, it 
seems, that a trust or.corporation own- 
ing corporations exists, or that it Is en- 
gaged In interstate or. foreign 
com- 


merce, for Its mere engaging in com- 
merce is not prohibited, or that it mon- 
opolizes production 
throughout 
the 


country, or that it is:formed to restrain 
or monopolize business within a state 
or destroys competition 
In buying OP 


selling within a Plate, or that by any 
of these things It indirectly'affects In- 
terstate commerce with a practical re- 
straint or. monopoly,' to .bring the cor- 
poratlon or Its- particular transaction 
within-the emphatic: clauses or'under 
the.drastic .penalties of the a.ntUtrust 
law.

or .by an ointment over the skin, or by 
injection, for: it would not Breach the 
roots.or origin of the nerves. In order 
to "obtain the power, that would convey 
It to. the particular nerve root in the 
spiral cord which supplied the. diseased 
muscle or organs. Dr. Gavlgan was 
compelled to devise an apparatus. This 
he calls an electric spine and solar 
plexus. He had It patented early this 
year. It consists of a, sort of jacket 
of a waterproof fabric and holds light, 
flexible metallic plates with a cata- 
phoric receptacle for the compound. It 
can be bent to conform to the body and 
hpB attachments to reach any or all 
Iqcal parts.' The electric-current with 
the'same potentiality, then evenly dis- 
tributes the Ions to the nerve centers. 
"The theory and practice is, as I under- 
stand It, to!Impart-by electricity electric 
charged atoms to nerves that are de-

The pa- 
tient taking the'treatment applies the 
apparatus • In his or her own bedroom 
f<Jr about 10 minutes night or morning.

Mayor Low is In the tenth month 


of his administration, and the one1 de- 
partment of the government In which 
It was expected he would Introduce rad- 
ical reformation la in Infinitely a worse 
condition than It was when' he,-with 
autocratic authority, assumed the reins 
of power. I mean the police depart- 
ment. For the present, a scapegoat has 
been found in the person of Colonel 
'Thurston, the deputy commissioner, but 
his removal excites only ridicule. The 
responsibility for the evils that .exist 
lies higher up In the office of Com- 
missioner Partridge, who ia about the 
most unfit man for the place that could 
be found. He knows nothing about the 
force; he 
', is utterly Ignorant of, or 


too weak to deal with the criminal con- 
ditions that confront htm, and the re- 
sult is that the outlaws of society in 
every branch of crime are becoming 
more and more defiant. 
Since Part- 


ridge took the contract to preserve 
law and order in the metropolis 30 mur- 
ders have been perpetrated and the 
murderers are still at large. It is doubt- 
ful if any one of them will ever be 
apprehended. 
Every day lessens the 


chances of'arrest. Thirty-three mur- 
derers are in the city prispn, awaiting 
trial which will probably not take place 
for years to come. Protected gambling 
and -vice in all its forma flourish as 
openly and defiantly as ever. There is 
no attempt at concealment. 
Not In 
years have burglars piled their trade 
BO boldly as at the present time. Foot- 
pads hold up citizens in the most fre- 
quented parts of the big town, on the 
steps of the city hall, in the glare of 
the electric lights of the big news- 
paper offices. 
The old street gangs 
have emerged from their dens and dives 
and are no longer held In restraint. 
In a word, a feeling of terror is begrln- 
.nlng to. pervade the entire community, 
and no one can predict what the end 
will be. Tammany was bad. The situa- 
tion under tho reform administration is 
mflnitely worse. Mr. Low means well. 
He came into .office with the reputa- 
tion of a-great administrator, but! that 
reputation is now a vanishing quan- 
tity. Partridge was bis great blunder 
and thp stubboi n persistency with which 
he sticks to him, thus imperilling^the 
life and property;of-the'metrojoliis,- 


making it one of the most unsafe places 
on the Continent, If not in the world, is 
incomprehensible. 


Although Archbishop Farley is now 


clothed -with "all the pontifical powers 
of his predecessor,- certain

functions still remain to be performed 
with regard to hie Investiture, but they 
will not come off for scrveial months. 
Chief of these la the conferring of the 
pallium .which IS the loftiest emblem of 
the new prelate's state. The pallium Is 
a yoke of lamb's wool and comes from 
Rome; it will, In fact, be brought here 
by an officer of the Pope's household. 
The religious ceremonial connected with 
the elevation of an archbishop Is one 
of the most gorgeous and i/npresslve 
of spectacles, and for tho setting of 
such a pageant the magnificent St. Pat- 
rick's cathedral, where It will take 
place about the middle of December, is 
the'finest on the continent. The arch- 
bishop Is deeply Impressed with the 
honors that ha-\e come to him, but in 
the splendors ot the present ho Is not 
forgetful of the modest, I may say low- 
ly surroundings and associations to 
which they can all be traced back. 
The archbishop-himself love:? to recall 
them, and only recently he went back 
to the little rectory, the first one in 
which he lived as a young priest, and 
slept in the small room he had occu- 
pied more than halt a century ago. 


The immigration depot at this port 


has been for years one of the worst 
managed institutions, under Ihe charge 
of the general government, but some 
strong measures of reformation have 
recently been Instituted. The evils ex- 
isting there spring from the avaricious- 
ness of big Ktel.mboat comiianles, the 
strife of great trunk raihxs.ds to fill 
their emigrant trains, and the rapacity 
of minor officials an a supply contrac- 
tors. When you look at It", that Is a 
powerful 
com! Ination' 
to 
contend 


against, hence the difficulty in making 
the slightest reform, and when It is 
made of maintaining: it after the nov- 
elty has worn off. The steamship agents 
aboard scour, the continent Cor immi- 
grants and engage to transport victims 
of their seductive promises, who, they 
know, are debarred from entrance by 
our laws. 
All they care for Is to 


gather In the shekels of the would-be 
American citizens, and trust to accident, 
or bribery, generally bribery, to have 
them landed, It is, of oou.-se, against 
their interests ta take them across the 
ocean again, and they do rot do so if 
they can in any way prevent it. Here 
Is where the bribery of officials comes 
in, and until the present commissioner 
took charge, It nras practiced on a stu- 
pendous scale. That abuse is now said 
to have been very nearly eliminated. 
But at least one of the steamship lines 
has found a way .of carrying on its ne- 
farious traffic, namely, it waits until it 
has a cargo of the objectlonables, takes 
them "to Canada and runs them in 
through different points along the ex- 
tensive frontier line. In this criminally 
underhand way, an Immense number of 
diseased and afflicted peruons are an- 
nually smuggled into the country, im- 
periling the public health and menacing 
our civilization. Its suppression calls 
for the adoption of drastic measures 
on the part of congress as soon as pos- 
sible. 


Coal, or rather the lack of coal, 


overshadows .every topic. It not only 
affects the poor, who with fear in their 
hearts witness the days pass before 
winter is upon "them, but the middle 
classes and the rich. Coal at $20 per 
ton Is a caU.mity, coal that cannot be 
had at any price is even wo'rse.

scribed studies, fixed like the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, for each class

'But now, from the lowest 
to the highest class,

studies are elective, so that ill many- 
courses—excluding- the more advanced 
ones—one finds the senior and 
the 
freshman side by side In 'the same 
laboratory or lecture room under tha 
same Instructor. 


This'being so, the bar to a man's tak- 


ing enough more courses in any one 
year'to complete'his total, a.s required 
for 'the degree of A. B., in three years 
Instead of four, was automatically, so 
to speak, removed. But this has been 
the cose for something like 10 years. 
The university, being naturally a con- 
servative body, has hitherto merely not 
given- Its full' sanction and encourage- 
ment to the three.years' course. It be- 
gan by saying that a student who did 
his four years' worK in three years 
must do it .exceptionally well—with a 
"magna cum laude," Indeed, which is 
next to the highest distinction which 
one can acquire on graduation 
under 


the present system of marking. But as 
the Inevitable movement for the three 
years' course progressed; the require- 
ment of the university In the case of 
the :niah who dfesired his A. B. in three 
years was lowered to a simple "cum 
laude," or the third rank of 'distinction 
at graduation. Last year, for exam- 
ple, the best that the university would 
do for;u. student who failed of this 
distinction Ayas to give him "leave of 
absence":fdr hls'senlor year—the young 
man usually,.taking advantage of his 
leave to" ent'er the law school or the 
irtedicol school, receiving his college 
degree-only utter completing his first 
year in one of these sclrools, at the same 
time with the class with which he had 
entered'the college. It is only this year 
that the-college has come out frankly 
witli the statement that it will -gradu- 
ate a man after three yeurs' work on 
tHe-sanle. condition!) that it would grad- 
uate him, on tour years' work. At the 
same time, it has In a sensn compro- 
mised matters by making the general 
requirements, for -the A. B. 
higher, 


whether ii man means to graduata In 
four or in three .years. 


There ;are.;u number of.other little 
points In the growth of this movement, 
and in the. successive requirements on 
the pa'ft of. the university which might 
be touched on, hut the ones nlready 
mentioned trans.titute the main 
issue. 


Thu-principal fact, of course, is that 
the three years' course has arrived, and 
has not only arrived without lowering 
past standards of scholarship but has 
actually raised .them. It will be no great 
tusk for a young man of ability to do 
his four .years, iri three; although at 
first probably only the best scholars— 
especially a.mong. the poorer men—are 
likely to take.advantage of the riewtcon- 
dltlons, • preferring, in many cases, if 
they stay iour years, to spend the last 
year la postgraduate study for the de- 
'gree.of A. .M. It "is probable, too, that 
the alignment, HO to call 
it, of the 


present- four, classes will not be so 
much.broken iip by the new three years' 
course as- one would at first imagine. 
Even if a young man graduates next 
spring after three years' work, instead 
of waiting as before, until the spring 
of 1904, :lt is likely that he:will prefer, 
In spite of the fact that his name will 
be .borne.'on the quinquennial catalogue 
as a graduate of 1-903, to be reckoned so- 
cially, in the years which follow, among 
the 1904 men, wlth.'.vhom he entered as 
a freshman and -with whom he has as- 
sociated/during his whole college life; 
and It is quite certain that the secre- 
taries on whom, the organization of 
the classes 'depends after graduation, 
will take this -preference Into account. 
B.ut most of the three years' ,men, It 
Is thought,-will avail themselv.es of the 
choice.which the.college offers them and 
simply take leave of absence for their 
fourth year, returning to Cambridge, if 
they dorndt.eixter some other division of 
the.'.university,- to,be graduated with 
their' ..cfas'snia.tes hi regular course. 


Whether ••Irf the more distant future 
the jmajorityi-pf: men will elect -three 
years-or four years one cannot-perhaps 
predict: -As one of the university offi- 
cials said.the'othe'r day, when"the more 
prominent men socially—whether In 
athletics or otherwise—take to the'three 
yearn'" course/ then 
will 
come 
the 
deluge; but the university Is not worry- 
ing about that; indeed it Is perhaps 
more likely to look with favor upon a 
condition of affairs In which a greater 
degree of -studlousness consequent up- 
on a decrease of time and 
generally 
speaking an Increase in requirements, 
shall mark the life of the college as a 
whole.

At all events there can be, apparent- 


ly,; no backward step. The threatened 
term -of eight years—for the course In 
college and ;the course in the profes- 
sional 'school together—is made' impos- 
sible; "the poor man, who as a matter 
of course is In general the moat am- 
bitious, Is distinctly helped; and the 
standard is In no sense lowered. In 
certain ways Harvard may be consid- 
ered the piohee'r In the new movement, 
and the conditions which are likely to 
arise elsew.here as the result of her In- 
itiative-in -the matter would of them- 
selves prevent her from going back to 
the old ways, even If she wished to. Al- 
ready, Indeed, the-university of Penn- 
sylvania and Brown university, to men- 
tion but two, are walking In the same 
pathway with herself.

The first of these -has been 
that if a man can get through the re- 
quired, number of studies in three years 
instead of fpur It was an. Injustice not 
to allow him to do so, especially in the 
case of a 'young man of limited means 
to 'whom a fourth year:ineant an In- 
crease of'a full third inMils' college ex- 
penses; The second reason is the tertd- 
ency of the professional:schools toward 
a longer period of study before granting 
their degrees. The medical "school, has 
already established a'four years' course 
besides calling at the same time for the 
degree'of bachelor of arts, "or bachelor 
of science, from Harvard or elsesvhere, 
as a requirement for admission. This 
made 'eight years instead of six or 
seven which were called for no longer 
than eight or 10 years, ago. • So that the 
year'taken out of the college course '* 
practically made up by the year added 
to the medical course, and the full term 
remains at seven years as before, with- 
out cutting a year entirely put 'of a 
man's active life In -the world. 
All these things have been in the air 
for a number of years, but it was im- 
possible to m'ake any comprehensive 
change'ln the time spent in the college 
until the college hud.definltely displaced 
the old rprescrlbed studies ;by the new 
gtpth* •>*¥««,' Xb^ aystemA of ^r«.

The London Letter

London, Sept. 28.—King Edward 
is 


the most popular 
man in England. 


Those who know him best, predicted 
this, long before he reached the throne, 
and their judgment has been vindicat- 
ed. 
His popularity, in fact, borders 


on affection, and he has won it all in 
a slmpl.e, manly way, doing his whole 
duty, without in tho slightest respect, 
bending to the popuhir breeze, or seek- 
ing to attract attention to himself. He 
is, if I may use the expression, a thor- 
oughly democratic king, and there is 
no other onu like him In all Europe. 
His position Is so supreme that he can 
afford all the ostentation of power, 
yet he possesses a dignity which the 
very highest of his subjects may not 
Infringe upon. By him their rights are 
rigorously observed, and the most pol- 
ished aristocracy in Europe are quick 
to see that Edward VII would not 
have the smallest of his own invaded 
with Impunity. But what Is particu- 
larly pleasing to the people is that he 
has given them a. court up to the high- 
est and best standards of royalty, not 
a puritan institution, putting assumed 
virtues on parade, and yet utterly free 
from the slightest suspicion of disso- 
luteness. With his ministers he is strict, 
where his prerogatives are 
Involved. 
His name goes to no paper until he 
has learned all about it and as he 
knows the whole business it would be 
idle an well as perilous to attempt to 
get his signature to an improper docu- 
ment. The turning down of Lord Sal- 
isbury when he asked a title for Wil- 
liam "Waldorf Astor. was a • grave re- 
buke to the old statesman, but it was 
right and the certainty Is now abso- 
lute that Mr. Astor will remain a plain 
British subject as long as King Edward 
wields the scepter. 


The king- will be 61 on November 9, 


and, 
as that is Sunday, his birthday 


will be celebrated on Saturday, .the 8th. 
It is probable that his majesty will 
confer the Order of Merit on that occa- 
sion on some distinguished men who 
were, for no obvious reasons, Ignored 
when the order 
founded. Lord Sal- 
isbury will assuredly be one of them, 
for an order of the kind in Great Britain 
without the inclusion of his n»me would 
be a farce. 
Whether his policy was 
right or . wrong, and whether he has 
been a successful or an unsuccessful 
minister of foreign affairs, are matters 
of opinion, but to have been prime min- 
ister on so many occasions and for 
such long periods, makes him necessar- 
ily a great figure In contemporary his- 
tory.

And.now things have gono 
from bad to worse; for whereas hitherto 
the peasants have thought her majesty 
worthy enough to have daughters, al- 
though not to have sons, now tho chances 
are they will think that she has -been 
weighed In the balance and found un- 
worthy of having even daughters. Nor is 
It only among the peasants that this 
feeling- with regard.to TsaritaaAlexandra 
prevails; it is pitiable to note the con- 
temptuous glances that are cast some- 
times, even by 
well-dressed men and 


women, at her poor littlo girls as they 
drive through the streets of St. Peters- 
burg. They are singularly attractive chil- 
dren, with their pretty little faces, bright 
eyes and winning ways; yet no one ever 
gives them a smile, 'let-alone a greeting, 
as they pass; no one ever makes on them 
a kindly comment—It is as if their very

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BAD FAITH OF DEMOCRATIC OFFICIALS. 
T 


HE DEMOCRATIC state officials arc not only un- 


able to keep their political pledges, but they seem 
to bo unwilling to observe good faith in their 
official business transactions. 


On the 6th, oC last August there was a meeting of the 


state assessors in Denver, at which it was decided to 
value trto^pnvate property jn the state at the same ratio 
as compafeq to the cash value as the ratio at which the 
state board oC equalization valued the corporate prop- 
erty. 


Assessor Alexander of. Arapahoo .county introduced a 


resolution which was adopted declaring that the assess- 
Dients to bo made by .the county assessors, should be 
based on the valuation fixed upon corporate property by 
the state board' of equalization, taking as a basis the 
valuation ot the corporate property in 1900 and 1902, 
and making the increases accordingly. 


The nJembers'.of the state board of equalization called 


on the assessors in. the afternoon of that date and told 
them that the 1902 assessment for corporations repre- 


'.'. eented a raise of 70 per cent._over 1900, and at th^?ame 


time the governor, the secretary of state, the auditor 


. and the attorney general, having listened to the resolu- 
' tlpn adopted by the assessors, individually and as a board 
Sledged the assessors that there should be no change 


.' in the corporate assessments as made in April, and iu 
• the roost vehement manner declared that "no pressure 


• could be brought sufficient to make them go back ou 
«their pledged word,"—and the assessors believed them. 


The assessors immediately adopted a resolution to 


raise local property to a similar figure, and this was 


', done, the property valuation under such an assessment 
, being about ?400,000,000. 


In spite of these positive and definite pledges, the 


state board of equalization on October 1, as the result 


-of prolonged sessions, held for the most part behind 


_ closed doors, reduced tho assessment valuation^ of rail- 
• roads 
and other 
corporations by a total amount of 


'-14,969,743. 


As a result of this reduction there is a very natural 


.complaint from assessors in various parts of the state 
• who feel that they have been misled and deceived by 


^ th6 Bjtate board of equalization, and the county boards 


• of equalization arc threatening reprisals. 
\ 
Tjie Democratic politicians and officeholders of Colo- 


rado neyer lose any opportunity of declaring their friend- 


• ship-for the people, and their detestation of • corporations 
'tand defiance of corporate influences. "

It the legislature should adopt the proposed law, then

osition, it would be necessary to keep two sets of accounts

If the state legislature should refuse to pass any such

HE selection of the jackass by the cartoonists to 


represent the Democratic party. Instead of being 
an accident, was a clever piece of insight. 
The 


animal that thinks with his lieels instead of 


his head, that blunders along, blindly, that does the wrong 
thing at the wrong time and all the time, that accomplishes 
results by brute force in preference to effort intelligently 
directed exactly typifies thp Democracy. 


Its history is crowdcii with asinine political actions 


and bristles with blunders in national policy, ' 


The resolutions of its national conventions are in- 


variably negatived by events before another convention 
comes around and a new crop ot errors Is sown and 
blossoms out into defeat. 


So long ago as 1SOO the forerunner of the present 


Democratic party met in convention In Philadelphia 
and protested solemnly against the organization and main- 
tenance oC the regular army. In the hundred years that 
have Intervened the party has lost none of its distrust 
and jealousy of the nation's defenders on whom we rely 
for safety in time of war and of whom we are proud in 
time of peace. 


This prejudice has cropped out many times in our his- 


tory. A party based on the theory-that the ignorant mob 
is a wiser custodian ot" thn liberties of a nation than its 
intelligent citizenship, is by the very nature of things jeal 
otis o£ armed authority. 


In 18(54, eight months before the civil war was brought 


to a triumphant close the national Democratic conven 
tlon voted it a failure. 


During the last 40 years the party has shown no in- 


crease in wisdom. It has spent most of that time voting 
everything that has happened a failuie, including its own 
attempts at tariff reform. 


All Republican successes aiv failures in Democratic 


eyes. Every definite accomplishment in arms, diplomacy, 
finance and domestic progress is marked "failure" in the 
sad lexicon of the Democracy. Efficiency is a ci-ime only 
less heinous than strenuosity. Tho Republicans have an 
uncomfortable way of doing things while the Democrats 
are telling how they ought to bo done. 


The record o£ their mistakes on other important ques- 


tions is a long one. In all their conventions from 1840 
to 1856 they protested against any attenvpt by the national 
government to check or regulate human slavery. 


In 1852 they protested unqualifiedly against any re- 


striction of immigration. Under their theory of the rights 
of man the United States must accept the intrusion of 
any diseased pauper or impecunious hobo without pro- 
test, but the Chinese question caused them to about-face. 


In 1856 the Democratic convention at Philadelphia pro- 


tested strongly against the national government under- 
taking any work o£ internal public improvement. It was 
a waste of mone-y, and a public service with which the 
central government has nothing to do. 


But in 1900 in direct contravention to all this they de- 


clared for a national system of irrigation of the arid 
lands of the west.» 


Are these the .leffersonian Democrats - who pillow 


their heads ^every night on the Constitution and whoso 
principles never change? Or is it possible that they have 
learned spmething of tho science of practical government 
in the last 50 years? 


Can a party which shows such an abnornial capacity 


lor talilng false and nilsleading'posltlons on> public ques- 
tions be trusted with the government of the country? Evi- 
dently not, as the nation has given them power Jfor only 
eight years in the last 42. Four years at a time of Demo- 
cratic inefficiency and incapacity invariably sickens tho 
nation and it vomits them out as soon as possible. 


The last two state administrations in Colorado have 


been so typically in inefficient and useless, that the party 
bad'to try a new candidate for governor. They confess 
their own failure, yet they ask us to try them again. 


Isn't it about time that the great, and intelligent 


state, of Colorado ceased to be tail to a Democratic kite 
that never flies? 


There must be some reason why one of the great 


national parties never gets anywhere and never ac- 
complishes anything definite for the good of the country. 
Its principles, its leaders and its rank and file must be 
hopelessly wrong. 
If it attempts anything positive, it 


wastes its efforts chasing after will-o'-the-wisps, like free 
trade, free silver or anti-imperialism. The lapse of time 
and the logic of events always show that it has been on 
a. fool's errand. 


It is difficult to understand how any intelligent, pro- 


gressive and enterprising young man can identify himself 
•with a party so impotent, negative and incapable as the

The Coal Situation. 
(Wall Street Journal.) 


Workingmen In the last few days have 


been obliged to devote from one-sixth 
to one-quarter of their day's earnings 
to the purchase of the one or two pails 
of coal at 28 cents per pail, necessary 
in getting the family dinner. And the 
difficulty is increasing every day in 
mild weather. Do the contending Inter- 
ests in the coal dispute believe that men 
will see their families suffer from cold 
and hunger this winter while they await 
the breaking of a deadlock between Mr. 
Baer and Mr. Mitchell? They certain- 
ly will not. 
At the outset, some men sided with 
the operators, and some sided with the 
miners. Today that Issue has ceased to 
be important, aa far as the public is 
concerned. The public: no longer cares 
primarily whether the companies win 
or the men win, but declare in tones 
which both interests would do well to 
heed that u-heii n controversy has 
reached the point of direct- serious In- 
jury to the community It should be ad- 
justed in the interest, of the community, 
lest a worse thing befall. 


Mr. Baer Buys the strike will be set- 
tled by the miners returning to work. 
That was a very proper statement last 
June. Such a statement now is equiva- 
lent to saying: "We propose to win out- 
fight no matter whether the public has 
coal or not." The anthracite compan- 
ies cannot afford to take this position, 
neither can it be maintained by Mr. 
Mitchell. Shall manufacturers stop and 
men be thrown out of work by thous- 
ands; shall women and children starve 
and freeze that the miners' union may 
obtain recognition? 
No. The case is ndt now operators 
against miners, but operators and min- 
ers against the public. It this fact Is 
not realized and a settlement reached, 
not in the form of victory of one over 
the other, but as deferring by both to 
the public demand for an adjustment 
which shall permit safety and comfort, 
both will find that the long-BUffei-lns- 
public will turn, against them blindly 
at first but with a determined purpose 
to prevent the possibility of such condi- 
tloiiH hereafter.

From 8,000 to 10,000 novels yearly ap- 
pear the world over. They are but a 
share of the earth's great stream of 
print, but they are. the largest share. 
Japan contributes a round half thou- 
sand—in 1895, 462. There arc a couple of 
hundred in India—letters in India still 
turning to verse in preference to prose, 
as In primitive Vedlo days. The Arab 
world has its 
scattering scores: 
in 


Egypt, three to five yearly: in Syria, 
a few dozen. Strange works they are. 
Some Presbyterian friends of mine aid- 
ed to equip a reading room for Arab 
immigrants, and were aghast at the 
new novels when a neat typewritten 
translation of a few pages was spread 
before them. It was odd—for a Pres- 
byterian reading room. Not In Arabic. 
The east is open-minded and open 
speeched, and ever its 
fiction harks 


back to the plain-spoken men who nit 
in the curving ring of listeners in the 
market place telling tales as old as 
Harftmu Rabbi and as new as 
the 


Arabian Nights in the hands of a. 
child1. Japanese fiction Is passing- from 
the intermediate Chinese romance to 
fiction, modeled 
on 
the 
European 


novel. In northwest 
India, Moslem 


Lucknow, on the appointed day, fills 
the street where the monthly numbers 
of the last romance come fresh from 
the press. One which had a prodigious 
vogue a dozen years ago, carried a mod- 
ern hero through prodigies of valor In 
the Russp-Turklsh war. For a decade 
past in India vernacular fiction, as In 
Arabic, is taking the place of the tule 
modeled on old classic examples. The 
world of the novel, like all worlds, is 
coming to be alike the world over.

The number, old and 
new American and foreign, in 190U was 
S.141; but the proportion was altered, 
slightly,—4,701 were by American auth- 
ors, new and reprints, and 3,440 by for- 
eign writers, old and new, English and 
European.

National initiative has, 
after 
all, 


made but slow progress, A little over 
half of 
our book consumption came 


from abroad two generations ago. A. 
little less than half now. Germany, like 
the United States, has doubled its book 
output In two deciidcs; in Japan It has 
grown some fivefold, but the total has 
remained substantially unchanged In 
England and France. Here, an in,so 
much else, these two lands'have reach- 
ed the top of their progress curve, and 
maintain ti fixed form. The average 
yearly output ot letters and o£ books 
has not changed 10 per cent, .in either 
in 20 years. Russia, like the.United 
States, has doubled. So has IndlH. Italy 
has grown a third. This record of the 
annual issue of books Is a singularly 
accurate and penetrating measure of 
the relative movements of lands in the 
world current of national evolution and 
devolution.—(From "The World's Fic- 
tion For a Tear,", by Taleott Williams, 
in the American Monthly Review of Re- 
views for October.

The matter In dispute, stripped' trom 


all 
question 
of 
encumbering detail, 
amounts to this: When the frontier ot 
Mexico stretched northward, so as to in- 
clude the whole of the present atato o£ 
California, certain sums of money wero 
given to the Society of Jesus for the pur- 
pose of carrying on its operations in Cali- 
fornia. Toward the close of the eighteenth 
century the then pope suppressed the 'Jes- 
uits, and thp society, being driven out ot 
Mexico by the faithful Catholic govern- 
ment of that date, lost control of UK 
possessions, the administration of which 
was then undertaken by tho Mexican gov- 
ernment. 
After passing through various changes 


of the methods of administration, the 
Mexican government undertook to appro- 
priate the Jesuit, funds and pay :6 per 
cent Interest on their capital value to tho 
administration of the Catholic church in 
those regions where the property lay. In 
1S4S, Mexico and tho United States went 
to war; and the northern part of Cali- 
fornia passed by conquest to the Ameri- 
can government. The Mexican government 
claimed that the annual.6 per cent Inter- 
cut which It owed to tho Catholic church 
should be paid to the Catholic church in 
its own curtailed dominions, f he United 
States government claimed, on the other 
hand, that the Catholic body, In the ceded. 
Mexican territory, now tho state of Cal- 
ifornia, was entitled to Us proper share 
in the original endowment. • 


From tho year 1848 down to tho year 


1868 the dispute went on, without any 
settlement having been arrived at, but 
in 1868 the question • whether the Mexi- 
can government ought to disgorge the 
proper proportion of the .original funds 
for the benefit of the Catholic church 
in tho state of California was referred to 
arbitration by a. mixed commission..Sir 
Edward Thornton, then -British ambas- 
sador at Washington, was seleeted..-a8 
tho arbitrator; and In 
the year 1869 


ho save his award, which was to tho 
effect that in justice and equity the 
state of California was entitled to halt 
of the original boqueet, and he declfled 
that the Mexican government must pay 
over to tho American gdvernmefit'the 
arcears of 21 years of interest upon 
half of the property .in question.. This 
they did, but since 1869 they have: re- 
fused to pay a penny more, and have 
appropriated the whole of the annual 
Interest to the Catholic church In'the 
republic of Mexico. Fov 33 years this 
has been a source of dispute between 
Washington and Mexico, and it Is this 
question which is now to be referred 
to The Hague Court for decision. 
The capital sum involves about $715,- 


000. The Americans plead that 8lr Ed- 
ward Thornton's award settled once fat- 
al! the justice o£ their claim to this 
sum, 
which 
Is one-half 
of the total 


value of the property originally left to 
tho Jesuits. Tile Mexicans, on the other 
hand, deny that Sir Edward Thornton's 
award bound them In the future. It 
dealt only with the question of the ar- 
rears up to 1SB9. The Americans con-- 
tend that by Sir Edward Thornton's' 
award the question became what' la 
technically called res Judlcata. This Is 
denied by Mexico on various- grounds.

DISCUSS

doubt expressed as to the' wisdom of 
paying out $90,000 in dividends at this 
time. 
Thos.e holding the opposite opinion 
claim/that the state of the Portland's 
treasury at this time Is known to the 
directors and to them only, ns no state- 
ment has been made recently on that 
point. Having full confidence in the di- 
rectors In this matter those holding the 
favorable view on the dividend question 
assert'that the business nieh'composing 
ihe Portland directorate would never 
lave declared a penny in dividends if 
the state of their treasury and the con- 
dition of the mine did not warrant it. 
Said one prominent mining man in dis- 
cussing this matter yesterday; "I be- 
lieve the Portland was fully justified 
in declaring a dividend.1 Personally, I 
have the greatest confidence in the 
Portland management arid'Tarn fully 
acquainted with the condition of the 
mine. In my opinion there are three 
mines In the Cripple Creek district that 
stand out boldly from the rest In the 
manner in which they are managed. In 
so speaking I do not wish to say any- 
thing in disparagement of the other 
managements but these three proper-

FLORENCE OIL PROJECT 
W. W. Kirby returned yesterday trom 
Florence where he went to inspect the 
work on the well of the Columbia Crude 
Oil ccunpany, ot which he waB one of the 
promoters. 
Among those connected 
with "'this company are 
Dr. Gra- 
ham, A. P. Muckey and John Nolan 
of Denver. The company was originally 
organized to operate in the. Beaumont 
field, but, the-gentlemen found that the 
land they had acquired there was out- 
side of the great oil producing area, and 
the price of sinking wells in Ueaumont 
being-then.exorbitant, they decided to 
abaiidon that field. They, accordingly 
raised the money among themselves and 
purchased 480 acres of land near Flor- 
ence. A contract was let for sinking a 
well, but when the contractor had sunk 
to. a''depth of 1,500 feet he. lost his 
tools »nd th« well had to be abandoned. 
Another well was Immediately started 
and the work on this has progreascu 
without .obstacles.

At this depth an Immense 
body of oil was struck anji pumping 
started at once. For three hours the 
well, pumped at the rate of 175 barrels 
per/day and then stopped. The punjp 
was \ylthdrawn and it was found that 
the cups were worn.

FABULOUS ORE OPENED 
IN SUGAR LOAF DISTRICT 


According to the opinion of Mr. W. G. 
Shapcott, who returned to the city last- 
night from Boulder, one of the most 
sensational strikes that has been re- 
corded In recent Colorado mining his- 
tory has just been- made in what • is 
called the Sugar Loaf district near 
tha.t place.

On ground ttiat.was lip to two weeks 
ago used for raising potatoes, a man 
named Colonel Teeters, working on-a 
bond Hnd lease under the Livingston 
Gold Mining company, has begun sack- 
Ing rock for' shipment that runs Into 
fabulous figures in gold. Work is be- 
ing done In an open trench, the sur- 
face dirt having been removed with a 
scraper and exposing rock that Is alive 
with sylvantte. 


"The cut is mVh- open for about 3,00 
,feef," said Mr. Shapcott. "In this cut 
there are about 25 men working, and 
they are simply sacking the -rock.

He was. about five 
feet, eight inches in height, about 2 
years old, weight 140 and wore a black 
slouch hat.. R'owan.got a good look at 
him. when he accosted the man In the 
alley -back of the Colorado City post- 
office, where the fellow was skulking, 
and would know him again If he saw 
him; .

.It is believed that the would-be mur- 
der-erf eared., he would be recognized as 
the.niurderer of Boyvin if there was 
muchi*investigation and he therefore 
deliberately'tried to murder Rowan al- 
so. The murder of Boyvin occurred 
Monday night and It Is believed that 
the two hold-ups who were concerned 
In It fled from Denver to Colorado City. 
Certainly the man 
encountered by 
Rdwan must have been guilty of some 
very serious 'crime and was willing to 
take a chance at murder to escape the 
officer. 
It was one of the most cold 
blooded attempts at bloodshed that has 
ever occurred In this county. 
Rowan's wound will' probably not 
give him any trouble and he is able to 
be .around.

the trigger. The gun failed to go off, 
.here being something wrong wiin the 
hammer. 


"Here, you don't know how to work 


t; let me fix it," said the Lindley. boy, 
reaching for the gun. The Sterman 
child reached for the weapon at the 
same time and both were so eager that 
they snatched for the rifle. 
The two 


boys and Robinson all had their hands 
on the gun when the trigger snapped 
anu the cartridge exploded, this time 
vlth terrible results. Ivy fell and the 
ilood began spurting from a hole in 
ils throat. 


Robinson and. the little boys were
